107,109-1 15,1 18-1 19,121-132,134-136,139-159 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, 
because the specification, while being enabling for the claims in combination with a credit card with two 
lines of credit, wherein the first and second lines of credit have a unique credit limit, wherein the first and 
second line of credit have a unique available credit limit, wherein the first and second lines of credit have 
a unique interest rate, and wherein said first line of credit is a general revolving line of credit and wherein 
the second line of credit is a private label line of credit, the specification is not enabling for other credit 
card configurations.
